WARSAW (CP Havas) The 
official Polish Telegraph News 
Agency announced tonight that 
30 Polish planes had carried out 
a successful air raid on Berlin^ 
All the .Polish planes returned 
to their base after tha attack on 
the German capital, the news 
agency said, 

By the Canadian Press 
Great Britain and France 
sought for military openings to- 
uay to force Germany to divert 
troops from the Polish front.

LIVERPOOL (CP)—The Cun 
ard Line announced today that its 
steamship Bosnia had been sunk 
by a submarine and her crew of 
23 rescued by a Norwegian 
tanker.

Further ex¬ 
tensive reconnaissance flights by 
the Royal Air Force over German 
territory last night were an¬ 
nounced tonight by the Ministry 
of Information'. 

More than 3.000.000 copies of an 
appeal to the German-people were 
droppedsby the planes which re¬ 
turned safely without being en¬ 
gaged by German pursuit planes, 
as on the previous occasion when. 
6,000,000 leaflets were dropped. 

The flights were ovdr the im¬ 
portant coal and iron ore districts 
of the Ruhr. 

In part the text of the appeal 
was as follows: ' 

"Notice from Great Britain to 
the German people: 

‘Germans! Deliberately and 
eoldbloodly the government of the 
Reich has imposed war on Great 
Briraffi; It knew very well the 
consequences of its act would 
plunge the world in a tragedy 
even greater than that of 1914. 

“In April your Chancellor gave 
you and -the world assurances of] 
his peaceful

Survivors said as the lifeboats 
loaded with survivors rowed 
away from the stricken ship the 
submarine came to the surface 
and shelled the refugee* twice. 

The Canadian woman who testi¬ 
fied as to the shells fired at the 
liner was one of the group of sur¬ 
vivors brought here aboard two 
British warships. 

She corroborated a statement 
by John McEvvan of Glasgow, an¬ 
other survivor, who said the U- 
boat fired two shells at the ship 
as the passengers and crew were 
taking to the lifeboats. McEwan 
said he had heard that about 90 
persons were^killed when the boat 
was attacked. -—

“We learned afterwards' that a 
woman on whom an operation had 
just been performed had been left 
on the Athenia. One of the life¬ 
boats yvent back and took her off. 

“I saw the sub quite distinctly, 
and I estimate it was a quarter 
of a mile away.”. 

“Every lifeboat was away an 
hour after we were struck. The 
liner first of all listed and then 
righted herself and began to go 
slowly down by the head.”

LONDON (API — The text of 
the address of the King to his 
subjects in ail parts Qf the world 
Sunday follows: 

In this grave hour, perhaps the 
most fateful in .our history, 1 
send to every-household of my 
peoples, both at home and over¬ 
seas, this message, spoken with 
the same depth of feeling for 
each one of you as if I were able 
to cross your threshold and speak 
to you myself. 

For the second time In the lives 
of most of us, we are at war. 

Over and over again, wo have 
tried to find a peaceful way out 
of the differences between otir- 
selves and those who are now our 
enemies: but it has‘been in vain. 

We have been forced into a 
conflict, for we are called, with 
our allies, to meet the challenge 
of a principle which, if it were to 
prevail, would be fatal to any 
civilized order in the world. 

It i.^a principle which permits 
a state in the selfish pursuit of 
power to disregard its treaties 
and its solemn ’pledges, which 
sanctions the use of force or 
threat of force against the 
sovereignty and Independence of 
other states. • 

Such a principle, stripped of 
all disguise, is surely Vthe mere 
primitive doctrine that might is 
right. And if this principle were I

TarponS swim some-distance 
northward In the Atlantic, and 
are .caUght at times, not far from 
Cape Cod. but they are mainly 
fish of southern waters. They are 
common off the coast of the Gulf 
of Mexico, and around the shores 
• of the West Indies. 

About half a century ago, a 
Philadelphia fisherman made 
himself a pioneer by catching a 
large tarpon with rod and reel. 
After a two-hour fight in Dela¬ 
ware Bay, he brought in one 
which was almost six feet long. 
The weight was 131 pounds. 

That event led other sportsmen 
to try their fortune in catching 
this powerful fish In the same 
way. Tarpons weighing over 200 
pounds have been caught with 
rod and reel off the shores of 
Florida, Cuba wand Texas. Some 
have been more than seven feet 
long, and one was reported to 
have a length of 8 feet 3 inches. 

There are larger fish in the sea, 
but few put up such a hard battle 
when * they are caught on the 
hook. Trying to get away, they 
make great leaps' out of the 
water, rising to heights of from 
seven to 10 feet above the sur¬ 
face. 

In a month of fishing, J. T. 
Mason of Denver landed 80 tar¬ 
pons at Arkansas Pass, Texas. 
He told of having seen tarpons 
leap over two men in a boat, and 
clearing their heads by 10 feet. 

If his estimate was correct, that 
fish was about 15 feet in the air 
at the time. 

One day a number of fishermen 
at Arkansas Pass .found tarpons 
jumping all around them. When 
one of the fish was hooked, it 
made a leap over a nearby boat, 1 
and struck a stool on which a 
seated.
